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Regarding to claim 50, Wood discloses a microelectronic device package 
comprising a firs, microelectronic snbstrale ,2 having a first surface and further having a 
second surface facing opposite the first surface; a second microelectronic substrate 20 
having a first surface and further having a second surface facing opposite .he first 
surface, the second microelectronic substrate being coupled to me firs, microelectronic 
substrate to form a substrate assembly with the second suface of the second 
mi croelec1ronic substrate facing toward the first surface of the first microelectronic 
substrate; and a conformal conducive link 146 coupled between the firs, and second 
connection sites, the conductive link 146 conforming at leas, generally «o a contour of .he 
substrate assembly immediately adjacent to the conformal conductive link as set forth in 
col. 12, lines 3-67, col. 13, lines 1-65, figs. 7a, 9c. 

Wood does no. disclose a first microelectronic substrate having a first surface with 
a first connection site and a second microelectronic substrate having a firs, surface with a 
second connection site. Dalai teaches a connection site 12 as set forth in col. 6, lines 3-7, 

fig. 1. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form a substrate with a connection site, as taught by Dalai in order 
to provide for a semiconductor module that is low cost, easy to build and has a high 
process yield (col. 4, lines 26-28).
